Lithographers National Association, 


meeting this year in its 45th Annual Convention, 
is the first of several graphic arts associations to 
meet in Chicago in connection with the Sixth 
Educational Graphic Arts Exposition. In order 
to conserve the time of lithographers attending 
our Convention and the Exposition, we have 
consolidated our Convention program into two 
and one-half days-Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day morning. 

Although our Convention program had been 
fully planned before the advent of the Korean 
War, the importance of the particular litho- 
graphic problems to which we will address our- 
selves is further enhanced by the tremendously 
important economic changes we now face along 
with other segments of American industry. 

As this is being written the Senate is engaged 
in an extended discussion of a production con- 
trol bill which would give to President Truman 
the emergency powers which he has requested. 
It currently appears that Congress may go be- 
vond his requests and in one form or another 
provide for all-out economic controls. 

As in World War I and World War I, the 
Lithographers National Association is already ac- 
tive in Washington in the interests not only of its 
members but of the industry generally. We have 
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already offered the full cooperation of our in- 
dustry in meeting whatever world situation may 
arise; and the extremely fine record that the 
industry made in World War II is in many 
places still remembered. 

While it is impossible at this time to evaluate 
the probable effect on this industry of the al- 
locations and priorities yet to be set up, it is 
clear that in the months ahead serious new prob- 
lems will face lithographers and, again, we will 
meet the challenge to develop new ways to 
carry on. One of our most serious problems 
may well be a critical shortage of manpower. 
It is our belief that gains can be achieved in 
undertaking at this time and at the plant level 
a thorough-going study which might well re- 
sult in a better utilization of labor with a conse- 
quent important reduction in costs. 

In our view, one of the most important prob- 
lems facing lithographers today is that of in- 
creasing efhiciency all along the line. Inflationary 
factors dominate the economic picture today and 
set the stage for further sharp price advances. 
Whether this trend will be allowed to continue 
or whether we shall have some form of price and 
wage-salary freeze, the reduction of overall pro- 
duction costs, from the front office to the ship- 
ping door, may well be a deciding factor in the 
life of a particular company. **

Not all those early engravers, how 


been that 


ever could have sort oft 
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men. From their business cards in the 
city directories it would appear that 
they worked pretty hard to make a 
living. When not working on stone 
or carving woodcuts they painted 
signs, made shipping stencils for mill- 
ers, meat packers, distillers, real estate 
agents, etc. And, too, they made 
branding irons, door and carriage 
plates, and gold and silver badges tor 
clubs, societies and fire companies. 

Stone engraving in the spirit and 
tradition ot those early years is stil! 
being done in downtown Chicago, it 
may surprise many to learn. Located 
today at 72 W. Washington St., is 
the lithographic trade shop of Martin 
Peklo and George P. Kutterut, who 
exercise their skill on thick slabs ot 
stone exactly as it was done tor Chi- 
cago’s first lithographer, almost a cen- 
tury ago. 

In a world of modern p)oto-oftset 
the engravings vield proots tor use in 
pasteups tor bank checks, bonds and 
other products where the antique 
touch of the old art helps suggest some 
institution's link with the past. 

No matter what medium other art 
ists may use, say these two Chicago 
ans, their results, when photographed 
for reproduction will not yield any 
thing with lines as delicate and lace 
like as those produced by the distin 
tive technique ot lithographic stone 


engraving. 


How Donnelley Was Begun 


From the archives of the past this 


survey unearthed an interesting ac 
count ot the beginnings ot Chicago's 
great printing establishment R. R. 
Donnelley & Sons Co. Arriving in 
1864 at the age ot 28, Robert Richard 
Donnelley (as the historian gives hi 
name) had become a partner in the 
printing firm of Church, Goodman & 
Donnelley. In 1870 the three organ 
ized the Lakeside Publishing & Print 


ing Co., with a capital of $500,000 
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Just 20 years after the Indians sold the 
land where Chicago stands, that city’s 
first litho shop was opened. Today the 
city is a world leader in lithography. 


and, with Donnelley as manager, laid 
plans to capture the midwest boo 
publishing business. 

Shortly thereatter Donnelley 
bought out his partners and began 
erecting a building of his own at 
Clark and Adams Sts. Here, when it 
was four stories up, his ambitions were 
temporarily trustrated by the great 
fire ot ‘71. Four days later he had 
leased a structure at 103-105 South 
Canal St. and was off to New York to 
purchase new equipment. 

In 1873, another building of his 
own was completed, and in 1879 R. R. 
Donnelley & Sons Co. was orgen-zed. 
Says the historian: “This firm origi 
nated and gave to the American 
people the style ot cheap, good litera 
ture known as Libraries.” First issue 
ot this tamous Donnelley product, the 
Lakeside Library,” appeared in 1875 

‘To measure printing progress in 
Chicago nothing serves better than 
the account of how the W. B. Conkes 
Co. produced the “American En 
evclopaedic Dictionary,” an all-letter 
press job, some 60 years ago. The set 
of eight volumes contained almost 
5,000 pages and “nearly twice as 
many words as Webster's Interna 
tional Dictionary.” Size ot the run is 


not given, but typesetting, printing 


g 
and binding in morocco was con 
pleted “in less that eight months f-om 


the time the work was started.” This 
declares the report in “Industrial Chi 
cago,” was “one of the most remark 
able achievements, and one never dup 
licated in book making.’ 
That historian, ot course, could not 
foreseen that this “remarkable 
vevement’’ was to tall at the hands 
of a Chicago litho house, the New 
n-Rudolph  Lithographing Co. 
hen they produced the “American 
People’s Encyclopedia.” The massive 
2-volume set contains 10,414 pages, 
ot which all but 160 pages and two 


inserts were printed by offset. First 


run was for 25,000 sets or 500,000 
volumes. Printing started in 1947 and 
the job was completed just one year 
later, in 1948. 

Today's exposition visitor will find 
Chicago's extensive lithographing 
tacilities well epitomized in the lat- 
est classified telephone directory. Un- 
der the heading “Lithographers” are 
listed 239 names. Another list of 
“Planographers” numbers 120, but 
there are many duplications in these 
two lists. Twelve concerns are 
named as lithographers on metal. 
Then too, numerous letterpress print- 
ers also operate offset equipment and 
in addition, many business houses, 
trom mercantile and manutacturing 
concerns to stock yards meat packers, 
have offset presses in’ their rivate 
printing plants. 

Other industry facilities include 35 
companies providing trade platemak- 
ing services, and several score selling 
lithographing equipment, dealing in 
lithographing supplies and supplying 
litho copy preparation services. 

Nearest approach to figures on cur- 
rent lithographic output in Chicago is 
the 1947 federal Census of Manutac- 
tures. The Census shows figures only 
tor firms which derive their major in- 
come from lithography, and only 129 
litho firms are included in the totals. 
These 129 had 6,498 emplovees who 
received $24,475,000 in wages and 
salaries. Under “Value added by 
Manutacture,” is the figure $42,604 
OOO, as the amount of Chicago litho 
graphic output in 1947, Further, the 
Census says that “expenditures for 
new plant and equipment” that year 
totalled $2,416,000, 

Chicago lithographers in the last 
halt hundred years have pioneered in 
the development of multi-color print- 
ing and use of the offset process, and 
they are still making history. At 
Glessner House, 1800 South Prairie 
Ave., visitors to Chicago this month, 
can catch a glimpse of what's going 
on in the laboratories of the Litho- 
graphic Technical Foundation and in 
the classrooms of the Chicago Litho- 
graphic Institute. 

Together these two industry-owned 
organizations forecast continued pro- 
gress for lithography’s second hundred 
years in Chicago.®*®

and we've tried everything to get some 
punch in this job, but look at this 
sheet—what's the matter with those 
tellows anyway.” 

It was another headache tor the 
superintendent, a headache that hap- 
pens to superintendents ot lithograph- 
ing houses everywhere. What was the 
matter with those fellows anyway? 
Some jobs ran beautifully, they were 
easy to register, colors were sharp and 
clear, and make-up was a breeze. But 
every once in a while something like 
this came up, and the foreman always 
blamed the plates. 

Well, the foreman was right—in 
a way. The plates were at fault but 
it wasn't the photo image, as the fore- 
man supposed. Through long and 
caretul investigations it has been dis- 
covered that hard-to-register, trouble- 
causing plates with muddy colors fre- 
quently result trom the register marks 


on negatives Or positives. 


How Marks Affect Quality 


There are many things that deter- 
mine the quality of a lithographed 
condi- 


job—-paper, inks, atmospheric 


tions, press impressions, etc.—but the 
keystone of the whole process is the 
plates that the pressman has to work 
with. In turn, the quality of the 
plates depends on the negatives and 
positives which depend upon the skill 
of camera operators, litho artists, 
photo composing machine operators, 


and strippers. 


AN APPROACH TO 


PERFECT REGISTER 


To produce a set of negatives or 
positives that will reproduce faith- 
fully the original copy, the camera 
operator and the litho 
guided by two vital considerations. 


artist are 


First, there is the necessity of secur- 
ing the proper overlapping ot color 
dots. This principle of fine color work 
was impressively demonstrated by 
Greenwood at the 1950 TALI meet- 
ing. He showed how the clarity, pur- 
ity, and full tonal values of color de- 
pend on the manner and extent color 
dots overlap color dots. Visual pre- 
sentations showed the effect of fluc- 
tuations in relative sizes and overlap 
ot dots. It was demonstrated that the 
same colors of cyan and magenta will 
produce a color ranging from a clear, 
rich lavender to a dirty purple; that 
the exact shades ot yellow and mag- 
enta can result in an orange that is 
glowing or dull; that the identical 
colors of yellow and cyan can bring 
a green that is sharp and brilliant or 
a green that is heavy and somber. 
Furthermore, it was proved that the 
black dot, in the right position, can be 
held to a minimum size in order to 
prevent a dark, muddy effect and, at 
the same time, have ample power to 
bring out fine detail. It's all a matter

The second important consideration 
is the screen angle. Royal Hohenthan 
er recently explained how important 
it is, in fine color work, to change 
screen angles in accordance with the 
nature of each particular subject. He 
Variations 


pointed out how skilled 


trom ordinary procedures influence 


tonal qualities and bring out the full 
potentialities ot the copy. 

These tactors of dot overlapping 
and screen angles must be planned 
caretully by the camera operator and 
the litho artist, and the work “shot” 
to produce the desired effect. Extreme 
precision in execution is demanded. 
Sadly enough, all this care and skill 
can be nullified by the - inaccuracies 
that creep into the making of register 
marks, 

It is obvious that all the plates in 
the color sequence produced from ex- 
pertly made negatives and positives 
must closely fit the pattern of dot 
overlays and screen angles established. 
Any deviation will be that much of a 
departure from pertect reproduction, 
and the extent of the deviation will 
determine the difficulties and ‘head 
aches”’ caused all down the line. 

There is very little room for varia- 
tion. Even in the comparatively 
coarse 100 line screen the dot meas- 
ures only .0O5 of an inch and that 
is the limit of tolerance. Any error 
beyond that limit would ruin the job. 
In the commonly used finer screenings 
the measurements and limitations are 
progressively smaller. It should be 
noted that the quality of workmanship 
is determined by the closeness of the 
fit within the limit of tolerance—the 
more it approaches this limit the 
poorer the work and, conversely, the 
less it deviates from the point of per 
tection the better the result. 

To produce closely aligning plates 
the platemaker is guided by the regis 
ter marks that are made on the nega 


tives or positives. In turn, the press- 
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man is guided in the printing of the 
colors by the register marks that ap- 
pear on the plates. If these marks are 
“oft” the work follows suit. 
Theoretically, practically pertect 
register could be obtained if it were 
possible temporarily to project the 
positives on a picture screen, magni- 
fied one hundred times, and thus 
actually register the dot formation 
and place the marks in perfect exact 


as this theoretic al 


position. Howeve 
approa h is not practi al, it remains 
for the litho artist to place his marks 
as accurately as his skill and the tools 
with which he has to work will per 
mit 
A, a matter of general practice 
register marks are caretully and 
exactly placed on the original art or 
copy subject before it ts sent on its 
way to the camera. As the various 
color “shots” are made, these marks 
are photographic ally copied and ap 
pear on each negative or positive 
Because ot the emulsions used and 
because of the screen through which 
they are photographed, these marks 


become faint and must be trac ed and 


sharply incised on the negatives 0 
positives by the litho artist 

Right at this point is where trouble 
trequently starts 

With his magnifying glass, his rule 
ind his set bing tool the litho artist 
literally has his hands full. Mamipu 
lating these tools as best he can, he 
will sight inscribe the register 
lines The relative accuracy of this 
work spells success tor the job, and 
en the other hand, imaccuracy means 
trouble. It seems like a simple task 
just the drawing of lines but it's not 
as simple as it seems, W hen the need

Then again, the mark he inscribes 
may be slightly above or below the 
photo copy mark he is tracing. It is 
a very easy matter to miss a register 
mark when cutting within a tolerance 
of 003 to .0O5 of an inch. There ts 
the ever present possibility ot making 
the mark slightly, vers slightly, below 
the correct line on one negative, then, 
on the next color negative, scribing 
the register mark, just as slightly 
above the line. When this happens, 
the slight deviations of error add up 
on the different negatives until, in 
the final register the cumulative 
efiect of the inaccuracies makes pre 
cise or even passable register an im 


possibility.

The com- 
bined errors may compensate, or they 
may add up. In extreme cases, under 
practical conditions, one image may 
be out as far as 1/8 inch when an- 
other image of the same subject ts put 
into proper register. 

None of the mistakes that can occur 
so easily are apt to be noted by the 
naked eve. The litho artist ts obliged 
to make his marks within an area in 
which only one thousanth of an inch 
constitutes a significant difference. 
The conscientious and careful crafts- 
man always will work with a mag- 
nitving glass, but there are some 
craftsmen, so confident of their ability 
to sight and draw a line, who will 
work without this aid. In these cases 
the chances for error and consequently 
poor work are n ultiplied enormously. 

All of these considerations empha- 
size the vital necessity of making sure 
that the register marks on negatives, 
positives, photographic images (trans- 
parencies), and printing plates are

Saunders’ Career in Lithography 
Sets Record Seldom Equalled 


pp O many ot the younger mem- 
bers of the lithographic industry 
= there is seemingly something of 
the eternal to Maurice Saunders. As 
far as thev know, he always was. 
There are few men in the United 
States who can match his 63 years 
of service to the industry. Mr. Saund 
ers has gained the greatest admiration 
and respect from his many fellow 
workers throughout the years 

He was born on July 3, 1869, in 
Kinne Settlement, a crossroads town 
in upper New York state which is 
no longer in existence. He attended 
the Academy at Homer, N. Y., and 
the Cortland Normal School. 

His introduction to the graphic 
arts came in the form of a_ betore- 
and-after school newspaper route. He 
spent his summer vacations work- 
ing in a factory. Later, while study 
ing accounting, he worked in a store 
selling music, dry-goods, tobacco and 
jewelry. When he was only 17 he 
was made the manager of a turniture 
business. 

The following vear he was engaged 
by a Buffalo lithographer to install 
a system of accounting. Aside trom

ance accountant, Mr. Saunders has 
been connected with the lithographic 
industry since 1887. He was an ac- 
countant and salesman tor G. H. 
Dunston in Buffalo until 1897, the 
vear when his daughter, Sally, was 
born. 

His means of transportation at this 
time was a bicycle, which he rode 
from town to town. Bicycle riding 
was no doubt conducive to clear 
thinking, for he worked out a novel 
method of selling letrerheads to the 
firms he was visiting. Before making 
his call, the young salesman would 
climb a hill or telephone pole and 
make a quick sketch in perspective 
of the plant and its immediate sur 
roundings. ‘The sample drawing came 
as a surprise to the prospective cus 
tomer, and it was usually good 
enough to sell the idea. Mr. Saun 
ders then would have a lithographic 
artist finish it up. 

After leaving the Buffalo com 
pany, he spent six months as a sales 
man for the Werner Company ot 
Akron, Ohio. He then went to 
Brooklyn to work for the U. 5. 
Printing & Lithograph Company, 


and became branch sales office man 


ager tor U. S. in Pittsburgh and 
Boston. 

Mr. Saunders was made sales man- 
ager tor the American Lithographic 
Company of New York in 1906 and 
eventually became director of manu- 
facturing, staying with them until 
1919, During the first World War 
he represented the industry on the 
War Service Committee. 

It was during these years with 
the giant American Litho organiza 
tion that Mr. Saunders attained full 
stature in the industry. As a sales- 
man and sales manager he was a 
torcetul exponent of the principle of 
complete knowledge of and belief in 
his product. He preached his idea to 
his sales force which included some 
4) men in several cities. He never 
let a man go out to make a call until 
the salesman was thoroughly familiar 
with the product and its relation to 
the prospect. 

Winger, who is now 
president of Crowell-Collier Publish- 
ing Co., was president of American 
Litho during some of the years when

N this installment, the highlight 

processes based on special copy

The ability to photograph the tone 
and highlight parts of the copy sepa 
rately, based on differential color has 
led to the development of a patented 
process — Kromo-Lite, available fo: 
use on a fee basis. 

In the making of a wash drawing 
the artist uses a special solvent in 
stead of the customary water. This 
solution, probably a dye intermediate, 
will upon treatment with anorhet 
chemical, turn yellow. In the produc 
tion of a drawing with Kromo-Lite 
solution only the tone areas of the 
copy will generate the yellow color 
and the highlight and background 
areas will remain white. Thus, a 
regular halttone technique is em- 
ployed utilizing a yellow filter. The 
highlight exposure, through a blu 
filter and with the screen removed 
will record only the non-vellow hig! 
light and background areas and will 
net encroach on even the most deli 
cate halftone value. 

\ completed Kromo-Lite drawing 
is, in appearance, no different trom 
a conventional wash drawing. Just 
prior to the photographic manipula 
tions the drawing is spraved with the

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Tone Reproduction 


in Halftone Negatives 


NE ot the most important tac- 
tors controlling the quality 
ot a photographic or photo- 
mechanical reproduction is the proper 


rendering of tone values. 


In studying tone reproduction, the 


ultimate aim is to achieve a satisfac- 
tory relationship between the final re 
production and the original subject 

and it possible, to duplicate the 
original exactly. Graphically, this 


relationship is usually shown by 
plotting the density of the reproduc- 
tion against the density of the 
original. The ideal relationship is 
represented by a 45-degree straight 


line. 


Tone Reproduction Diagrams 

We cannot get very far inthis 
problem by merely studying the re 
production and the original. The 
characteristics of the intermediate 
steps, and their effect on the final re- 
sult, must be analyzed, so as to find 
out where the distortions of tone 
values are introduced. The tone 
values can be traced through the 
whole process by means of tone re- 
production diagrams of the types de- 
veloped by L. A. Jones or by P. W. 
Dorst. 


In the Jones diagram (Fig. 1), the 
steps of making a continuous-tone 
negative, a halftone positive, and a 
printed reproduction are shown, the 
upper right-hand quadrant showing 
the relationship of the reproduction to 


the original. 


Exactly the same information is 
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JONES TONE REPRODUCTION DIAGRAM 
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represented in the Dorst diagram. For 
the present purpose, however, we need 
not be concerned with the details of 
these diagrams. 

These diagrams will tell us some- 
thing about what is wrong with the 
tone rendering ot the various steps 
and will enable us to calculate what 
change should be made in any one of 
the steps it the others were kept con 
stant. To make any further progress, 
we must study one step at a time: tor 
instance, the making of a_ halftone 
negative. We can calculate w hat the 
ideal characteristics of the negative 
would be if the other steps of the 
process were not changed, and then 
the techniques of negative-making can

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ic mvet gated in an attempt to ap 
proach this ideal. 

In attempting to improve repro- 
duction processes, we have found that 
it is much more profitable to concen- 
trate on the characteristics of the indi- 
vidual steps of the process rather than 
on the process as a whole, because it 
seems impossible to control the com- 
plete process accurately enough. Ac 
cidental variations in the printing, for 
instance, usually are enough to mask 
the slight differences resulting from 
changes in the technique of negative 
making. This does not mean that 
such slight improvements are not 
worth while; it merely means that 
perhaps 50 reproductions would have 
to be made to establish the improve 
ment with certainty. If the steps are 
studied individually, the same infor- 
mation can be obtained with only two 
or three experiments. 

This paper will be devoted to the 
step of making a halftone negative; 
but no attempt will be made to de- 
scribe how to make the ideal negative. 
A new method of calculating the re- 
sults to be expected from various 
changes in the techniques, and a meth- 
od of exposure control based on these 


calculations will be described. 


Effect of Flash Exposures 


The most common way of control- 
ling both the contrast and the shape

To calculate the effect of a flash 
exposure, let us suppose that the 
amount of flash exposure is equal to 
one unit on the relative exposure s« ale, 
as in Figure 4+. This amount of ex- 
posure is added to all parts of the 
image that is, to highlights, shadows, 
and middletones impartially. How- 
ever, its effect on the difterent parts 
of the image is tar trom unitorm. 
This is because the flash torms a con- 
siderable part ot the shadow exposure, 
in proportion to the 
larger amount ot light reflected by 
the highlights of the picture. 

For quantitative work, we can pro 
ceed as follows: At some point in the 


original which has a density of 2.0), 
the image exposure is one unit. Add- 
the flash exposure of one 
nit gives a total exposure of two 


inits. The curve shows that the total

exposure of two units will produce a 
density of 0.37, and this gives one 
point on the curve of the flashed nega- 
tive. Similarly, where the density of 
the original is 1.4, the image exposure, 
is + units so that the total exposure 
is 5, which produces a density of 0.60. 
In this way, the complete curve of the 
flashed negative can be calculated. As 
is well known, the flash extends the 
toe of the curve, produces tog, and 
slightly lowers the contrast. 


In this case, the calculated results 
check very closely with the experi- 
mental results. The agreement is not 
always as good as this because of 
effects connected with reciprocity fail- 
ure, especially when the flash exposure 
and the image exposure differ greatly 


in length. 


In making a halttone negative, we 
might expect the situation to be much 
more complicated, since there is a com- 
plete range of exposure every dot. 
However, provided the flash exposure 
is made under the same conditions as 
the image exposure—that is to say, the 
same lens aperture, the same color of 
exposing light, etc., as the image ex- 
posure, the calculation may be done in 
exactly the same way. Usually, how- 
ever, the conditions are different tor 
the flash exposure and the image ex- 
posure—for instance, a smaller lens 
aperture is used for the flash. If this 
is so, the method must be somewhat 


modified. 


Critical Exposure and Density 


In halftone work, all we are inter- 
ested in from the point of view of tone 
reproduction is the size of the ‘dots. 
To investigate this, we need to use 
two new terms—critical exposure and 


critical density. 


When a high-contrast emulsion is 


exposed to light, little effect is ob 
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served up to a certain critical expos- 
ure, bevond which a slight increase in 
exposure will cause a complete black- 
ening of the film (Fig. 5). The mini- 
mum exposure required to blacken the 
film is called the “critical exposure.” 
It is necessary, however, to specify 
how black the film has to be—that is, 
what its density should be. This will 
be called the “critical density.”’ The 
critical density (Fig. 6) is defined as 
the density of the negative which is 
just sufficient to prevent hardening of 
the resist under normal conditions of 
exposure of the printing plate. 

It should be noted here that the 
density reterred to in these definitions 
is not the integrated density of a 
halftone, but the actual density at the 
border of a halftone dot. In making 
a negative, the black center of a 
dot receives more than the critical 
exposure; the clear openings receive 
less. The edge of the dot is repre 
sented by that part of the film which 
has the critical density and must there- 
tore have received the critical ex- 
posure. In tone reproduction work, we 
are concerned only with the position 
ot the edge of the dot—that is to say, 
how big the dot is. The contrast of 
the negative emulsion, and the shape 
ot its characteristic curve, have no 
effect whatever on the tone rendering 
They do affect 


the sharpness of the dots, but not 


of the reproduction. 


their effective size. A high-contrast 
negative material does not necessarily 
produce a high-contrast halftone nega- 
tive. The contrast of the negative de- 
pends on entirely different considera- 
tions. 

The calculations that follow will 
be restricted to sharp-edged dense dots 
with no low-density fringe. In any 
case, this fringe does not affect the 
efiective printing size of the dots. 

In a halftone negative or positive 
with dots of this type, the integrated 
density depends only on the size of 
the dot. To emphasize this point, the 
dot area is plotted instead of the den- 
sity of the negative in Figure 7. The 
density of a halftone negative is mis- 
leading because it crowds the tones 
together at the shadow end of the 
scale. The percent dot area is calcu- 
lated from the density of the negative, 
and is equal to 100 minus the percent 
transmission of the negative. For com- 
parison, the corresponding negative 
densities are shown in the non-linear 
scale at the right. Taking one point as 
an example, a 90 percent dot in the 
negative will contain 10 percent clear 
openings. The transmittance of the 
negative will be 10 percent, corres- 


ponding to a density of 1.0. 


Flash Exposure in Halftone Work 
In this example, the image exposure 
alone would produce the solid curve, 
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while if the conditions used tor the 
flash exposure were used tor making 
a negative, the dashed curve would be 
obtained. For instance, with the mag 
enta contact screen, a detail exposure 
might be made with white light and 
a flash exposure with yellow light 
Suppose that a flash exposure of ten 
units, as indicated by the vertical ar 
row im Figure 7, is used and that it 
is desired to calculate what tone value 
in the original will produce the dot 
size represented by the dotted hori- 
zontal line, that is to say, a !5 per 
cent dot. To produce this dot size 
by Hash exposure alone, the dashed 
curve shows that 50 units of flash ex- 
posure would be required. Since the 
Hash exposure is actually only 10 
inits, the Hash exposure provides only 
ten-fittieths, or one-fitth of the total 
exposure required to produc e this dot 
size Io be strictly accurate, we 
should say that points which would 
be on the border of a 15 percent dot 
receive one-fitth of the critical expos- 
ure trom the flash exposure alone. 
\ny point in the negative which 
actually has a 15 percent dot must 
have had four-fitths of its exposure 
provided by the detail exposure, and 
one-fitth by the flash 

lo produce this dot size by detail 
exposure alone would require, accord 
ing to the solid curve, 8 exposure 
units. Four-fitths of this, that is to 
say, 6.4 units, mut be provided by the 
detail exposure, since the flash has 
supplied the remainder. A dot of this 
size will be produced where the image

n Figure 8, the calculated curve 
is compared with the experimental re 
sults. The agreement between calcu- 
lated and experimental results is quite 
good. The largest discrepancy is about 
6 percent dot area, which is probably 
within the limits ot experimental 


error. 


It is interesting to note the eftect 
ot a flash exposure made with differ 
ent lens apertures using a crossline

screen shown 
posures made according to the usual 
practice with small apertures tend to 
flatten the shadows, although they 
produce sharper dots than flash ex 
posures needed in larger apertures. 
This difference is predicted by this 
method of calculation as well as being 
verified experimentally. A flash ex 
posure made with a larger aperture 
than the detail exposure merely 
lowers the over-all contrast, without 
appreciably changing the shape of the 
curve. In these examples, an excessive 
flash exposure was used so as to em 


phasize the differences in their effects.

Other Combinations of Exposures 

Y similar reasoning, to that used 

in calculating flash exposures, 

the effect of two image ex- 
sures may be calculated. For example, 
Figure 10 shows the effect of com- 
bining a detail exposure with a sup- 
plementary high-lighting exposure 
made without the screen. The latter 
contains no halftone pattern, being 
made without a screen, so that its con- 
trast is high. The middle strip shows 
the combination of the two exposures. 
The addition of the highlight exposure 
greatly increases the highlight density 
and the contrast. In the first tests, dis- 
crepancies were tound between the ob- 
served and calculated results. These 
were found to be due to the edge 
effects produced by developers of the 
Kodalith type. Figure 10 shows the 
results obtained by developing the 
negative in Kodak D-11 Develop- 
er, which gives very little edge effect. 
The agreement between observed and 
calculated results is excellent. Of 
course, the D-11 Developer did not 
produce sharp dots, so it was necessary 
to make a positive trom the negative 
in order to obtain sharp dots. The 
density readings were made on the 
positive, The increase in highlight 
contrast due to the exposure without 
the screen is clearly shown in Figure 
10, the highlights being represented 
by the upper part of the curve. Be- 
cause a stronger highlight exposure 
than usual was given in this test, its 
effect extends throughout the whole 
ot the curve. This technique, which

Paper Conditions Unsettled 


Unsettled conditions in the paper 
supply situation continued during 
August, as prices continued upward 
and deliveries lagged. ‘Vhis continued 
a trend begun just betore the out 
break ot the Korean war, 

Paper mills, citing “scare buying” 
and stockpiling by consumers, were 
retusing or discouraging commit- 
ments tor the tuture in excess of two 
or three months, and were taking 
orders on an indefinite price basis, 
based on market conditions at de- 
livery time. ‘This was thought to be 
slowing down the demand somewhat. 

Meantime, paper production was 
continuing at a rate well above “ca 
pacity” according to the American 
Paper & Pulp Assn. All “tear buy 
ing’ appeared to be completely un- 
justified, paper spokesmen declared. 

Late in August, indications were 
that the paper industry can take care 
ot mobilization requirements without 
allocation, priority and similar con 
trols. Scare buying was said to be 
subsiding. Also the outlook tor im 
proved supplies of pulp, which have 
been tight, was indicated. 

Kodak Reassuring on Film 

The film supply is adequate and 
will remain so as long as buying ts 
restricted to normal production needs, 
the Eastman Kodak Co. stated in a 
letter sent to trade customers during 
August. ‘The letter explained that 
the present rate of film production 
is at an all-time high. “It is true 
that we have had to back order o 
cancel some orders tor sheet film . . 
this is because our dealers, or you 
their customers, have placed unus 
ually large orders and at a rate that 
current inventories and our large 


current produc tion cannot meet with 
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in a short period of time,” the state 
ment said, 

Production can meet all demands 
as long as they are based on actual 
needs, the letter said.

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Chicago Sewage Action Deferred 

Immediate action was deterred by 
the Sanitary District ot Chicago, fol- 
lowing a public hearing on a proposed 
“Industry Waste Ordinance” which 
would heavily penalize lithographers 
and other branches of the graphic 
arts. 

Credit was given to the Graphic 
Arts Association ot Illinois tor its 
effective work in persuading the San- 
itary Board to re-consider its measure 
which would have prohibited dis 
charge into the sewer system of min- 
eral acids and many other substances 
considered harmtul. The ban on acids 
would have threatened continuance 
in business of many small lithograph 


ing firms. 


Opposition to the ordinance was 
organized by the Graphic Arts Asso- 
ciation, with cooperation trom the 
Chicago Lithographers Association, 
employer organizations ot gravure 
printers, photoengravers, electrotypers 
and stereotypers and by Local 4, 
Amalgamated Lithographers ot 
America, along with the unions in 
the other trades affected. 

Headed by J. Norman Goddess, 
general counsel for the Graphic Arts 
Association, spokesmen for the graph- 
ic arts presented expositions to the 
Sanitary trustees of how the ordin- 
ance would affect their respective 
fields of operation. Representing the 
Chicago Lithographers Association 
were Robert FE.

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ATF Issues Novel Report 

ATF Incorporated, which has used 
phonograph records and jigsaw cut- 
outs to demonstrate the economics of 
business to its employes, used another 
novel device this year to show how its 
income dollar is divided. In a 24-page, 
cartoon style annual report to em- 
ployes covering the fiscal year ended 
March 31, 1950, the company en- 
closed a set of eight iced beverage 
coasters imprinted in two colors with 
a pie-chart breakdown of the com- 
pany’s income dollar. 

The reverse side of the coasters is 
imprinted with a list of ATF’s five 
subsidiaries in the printing, furniture, 
electronics and plywood businesses. 


“Putting the economic story of 
business on a useful household article 
serves two purposes,” Thomas Roy 
Jones, ATF Incorporated's president, 
said. “First, the pie-chart breakdown 
of the company’s income dollar im- 
presses upon the employe the fact 
that he receives a fair share of the 
income dollar. Next, it is designed 
to stimulate discussion of the eco- 


nomics of business as a conversational 


topic in the employee's home.” 


“American industry can be proud 
of the story of fairness and progress 
it has to tell, but it can't be told in 
the language of professional account- 
ants and financiers. It has to be 
dramatized and presented in a manner 
which everyone understand. 
That's what we are attempting to do 
with our cartoon style reports to em- 
ployes and such devices as iced bever- 
age coasters and jigsaw cut-outs,” Mr. 
Jones said. 

The report showed sales of $32,- 
763,000 for all divisions of the parent 
company, and a net of $1,174,000.

This is very s iccesstul “ ith 


the magenta contact screen, but should 


be equally applicable to crossline 


screen work. Since the flash exposure 
does not afiect the highlights, the 
highlight dot is controlled entirely by 
the length of the detail exposure. The 
Kodak Print-Exposure Computer can 
be used to predict detail EX POSUTEs, 
For instance, suppose it has been 
found that it the highlight density 
ot the original is 0.1, a detail exposure 
ot 40 seconds is required. With a 
series ot originals having highlight 


densities ot 0.15, 0.07, 0.04, the ex- 
posure computer shows that the detail 
exposures would be 45 seconds, and 
35 seconds. If the last is to be repro- 
duced at one-halt the size instead 
1:1, it will require 19 seconds. 

To control the shadow dot, and 
hence the over-all contrast, the flash 
exposure is varied. No change in pro- 
portion of white or vellow exposure 
is made when the magenta screen is 
used—all white light usually seems to

Book Covers Illustration Processes 


Modern Ulustration Processes”, Charles 
W. Gamble, O.B.E.. M Se. Tech. Pitman 
Publishing Corp., 2 West 45th St, New 
York. 472 Pages. $6.00

If the natural evolution of the 
printing industry proceeds to its log- 
ical conclusion the time will not be 
tar off when a printing plant will not 
confine itself to one process but will 
utilize all three ot the major pro 
cesses. This will require personnel 
skilled in the mechanics and “know- 
how” of not only one, but rather of 


two or more methods ot reproduction. 


For those who wish to become ac- 
quainted with all the printing systems, 
the third edition ot “Modern Illus 
tration Proc esses’ is recommended. 
The twelve chapters cover the phys 


cal requirements of intaglio (grav- 


ure), surtace (lithography) and reliet 
(letterpress) processes as well as the 
underlying — principles. The two 
chapters on color and color repro- 
duction present a sound and up-to- 
date approach to a difhcult and otten 
misunderstood subject. “The text is 
well illustrated and the author pro- 
vides references to source material 


and research related to the subject. 


It is not very often that a book 
appears which covers every phase ot 
the reproduction processes and tells, 
not only how to do the job, but ex- 
plains the fundamental principles in 
great detail and with authority. “This 
is such a book and should be of 
great interest and value to all stu 
dents and crattsmen concerned with 


the Graphic Arts. 


New Kodak Color Print Film 

A new color film which can be used 
to make duplicate color transparen- 
cies said to be equivalent to the finest 
original color photos was announced 
Aug. 14 by the Eastman Kodak Com- 
pany. The announcement, made at 
the opening of the Photographers’ 
Association of America convention in 
Chicago stated that the film is known 
as Kodak Ektacolor Print Film. It 
is said to be the first commercially 
available color film produced speci- 
fically for making quality duplicate 
color transparencies directly trom 
color negatives. These transparencies, 
the company stated, are the equal in 
every respect of original full-color pic- 
tures exposed directly in the camera 
on either Kodachrome or Kodak Ekta- 
chrome Film. 

The company pointed out that, 
whereas duplication of either Koda- 
chrome or Kodak Ektachrome Film is 
a somewhat critical process usualiy 
undertaken only by the manufacturer 
or special color laboratories, almost 
any photographer who now processes 
his own color films can use the new 
Kodak Ektacolor Print Film to pro- 
duce anywhere trom one to 10,000 
duplicates — all equal in color and 
quality——by either contact printing or 
enlargement trom any Kodak Ekta- 
color negative. 

‘The new film will be available in 
most sheet-film sizes up to 16 x 20 
inches, and, on special order, in sheet 


film or rolls up to 40 inches in width.

preservation of a tone. He must 
also avoid diluting his pigments with 
water or rinsing his brushes in water. 
The artist may continue to use his 
wash colors as well as illustration 
boards if they have been tested and 
found suitable. Certain boards con 
tain chemicals which either are in 
themselves fluorescent or have the tac 
ulty for quenching the fluorescent ac 
tion, both of which would have a 
detrimental effect on the result. Cer 
tain pigments are also unsuitable 
Aside from these minor precautions 
the artist will find the production ot 
Fluorographic copy extremely simple. 

The second operation is performed 
by the cameraman and this too is a 
relatively simple procedure. The 
Fluerographic copy is treated just 
like normal copy (Figure 4), 
the normal halftone technique is em- 
ployed to establish the tone values. 
The screen is then removed and the 
drop-out exposure made through a 
special ultra-violet transmitting filter. 
The photographer thus retains and 
applies all of his old halftone experi 
ence in the making of a drop-out with 
Fluorographic copy and need learn 
only the proper time interval and 
diameter of lens opening needed tet 
the ultra-violet exposure 

The only piece of equipment actu 
ally required for this process is the 
ultra-violet transmitting filter (Fig 


ure 5), which is supplied by the com- 


pany in the proper thickness to match 


the halftone screen. Thus, when 


making the drop-out exposure, the 
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filter serves not only to absorb the 
visible rays, but acts as a compensa- 
tor to insure absolute register ot the 
two separate exposures. On cameras 
without elevating or sliding screen 
devices the screen obviously must be 
left in place during the drop-out ex 
posure, although it can be moved 
forward. In such cases the camera 
must be equipped with both the filter 
and a matched, clear compensator. 
The clear compensator is used dur 
ing the main halttone exposure, the 
filter tor the drop-out exposure, 

The Fluorographic process also 
permits the creation of crayon draw 
ings by means of special fluorescent 
cravons. Photographs can also be 
treated tor drop-out by means of spe 
cial solutions and retouching media. 

With the Kemart process, the artist 
again uses a special liquid, in this 
case, Kemart Neutralizer, instead o 
water as a solvent for the wash colors 
He must, however, also use the 
Kemart fluorescent illustration board 
or drawing paper. 

In making a haltrone from Kemart 
copy, the photographer first employs 
a normal halftone technique. The 
drop-out is accomplished by illumi- 
nating the copy with ultra-violet light 
only. An ultra-violet absorbing filter 
(gelatin) prevents the ultra-violet 
ravs reflected by the tone areas trom 
reaching the sensitive material. It 
the screen has been removed during 
the drop-out exposure, a screen com 
pensator must be used to insure regis 
ter of the two images. 

As with the Fluorographic process 
the Kemart method also provides tor 
the creation of pencil and crayon 
drawings and tor the retouching ot 
photographs. 

The three special copy-preparation 
drop-out methods outlined (Fluore 
graphic, Kemart and Kromo-L ite) 
offer definite advantages to the lith 
oghapher in that they are positive and 
producing 


tool-proot methods — tor 


quality drop-out negatives at little 
extra expense in time and material. 
Figure 6 is a striking example of the 
type of result which can be obtained 
quickly and easily and which would 
otherwise be unobtainable except bs

LESSNER House, home of the 
G Litho Technical Foundation’s 
research laboratories and class rooms 
of the Chicago Lithographic Insti- 
tute, was featured in a photographic 
exhibit at the Chicago Public Li- 
brary in August.
